2. Tha porpoaa of tha aaatlng was to discuae and to prapara tha 
V. 8. aaafeers of tha Xzaoutlre Coaalttaa for tha Ccnhlnsd Bxsontlve 
Comnlttaa aohadnla to aaat at 1000, 27 September 1950. 



3. nr. Friedman raforrad to tha Aganda for tha forthonalog maetlag 
and atated that tha only Item for eonaldaratlon that was of any eonsequence 
was tha raport of Rnhnn—lttae A. Ba aakad If tliara wars any consents 
of anggaatlana for modlf loatloa of tha report. 

h. Admiral Stona stated that tha report permitted oertaln equipment 
to ha Indefinitely loaned to tha British or glean to them outright. le 
hollered that aueh action was not legal and suggested that a new phrase 
(Loan, lease, or eala) ha auhatltatad wherever tha raport made referenda 
to Indefinite loan or gift. 

5. Captain Safford pointed oat that tha ^fp *2 tools referred to 
oonld not ha weed hy tha U. S. and It was tha Idea of hie Sufeooaalttee 
to make them arallahla to tha Brltlah. Admiral Stone Indicated his 
sympathy with that attltada hut desired that tha matter ha kept within 
legal limits, which would refalrw that the e«ulpmaat ha loaned, leased 
or sold to tha Brltlah. 

6. Objection was ralaed with paragraph 8 a of the report. It was 
fait that the V. 8. waa being omitted to tha use of ho rotora par 
maahlna rather than the present twenty (Two eats of tan each). Captain' 
Safford. inforasd the group that snoh am Interpretation waa not intended 
hy hla Subecamlttoe. After sons Aleouaelan it waa agreed that farther 
eonaldaratlon would he naeasaary In the JCBC, and that a mendment of til 
raport In this Inetanoa was not required at this time. 
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7. Objection to the last sentence of paragraph 7 e vas raised. 
After considerable discussion tbs sentence vas completely revised to 
eliminate any reference to the U. S. - IX. E. JCXC. 

8. Captain Hansen announced that he would not he able to attend 
the Combined Executive Committee meeting. Colonel Johnson, would attend 
and represent him at the meeting.
